(Before Hon. Hr. Justice Cray.) 

Fbiday, Ceo. 4th, 1886. 

BEOINA V. SPROULE. 

Court opened at 10 u. in. 

Exatuination of Juliii Duncan contin- 
ued — Was acquainted with Uuniinill fur 
three years, and from my knowledge of 
biin 'I 'knoW he was not a prufessiunal' 
olaira jumper or jackal for tho Ain&- 
wortbs. 

To Mr. T. Davie — Am an Englishman; 
Hammill had a very light moustache. I 
caa't say he had a rotruating chin or turn- 
'ed up nose. I did not obaerve those 
things. He was a very pleasant man to 
talk to; he had no euemiea that I know 
of. I was a warm friund of Hammill, as 
he was a good friend tu me. I liad heard 
so much talk outside I tiiought Hammill 
was in danger. I did ni t try to dissuade 
him from going to work that morning; all 
I said to him was "Turn, look out fur 
Sproule," and he turned and amilod at 
me. I heard the shot distinctly coming 
from the direction whore Hammill was, 
but I did not at that time connect it with 
any <;rime. If I had thought thn sound 
uf the rifle hud meant danger to Hammill 
r would have been there. It iiiust have 
been.iprer an hour from the time Uelnuuf 
^mejsind.tbe.time I hoard the shot. It 
was^'alTout three quarters of an hour from 
. the time I left Sproulo before I heard tho 
shot. (Witness, who evidently felt very 
strongly with regard to the homicide, was 
reminded by the judge to answer the ques- 
tions put to him with more cuohiesa ) It 
.was between 9 and 10 vthen I saw Sproule; 
I spoke with him possibly 20 minutes; 
.am quite sure ho asked me where Ham- 
mill was working. It was after tho body 
had been found that I saw a boat about 3 
or 4 miles up the lake from Hammill's 
cabin, on the east side of the lake south of 
where I was looking. It was coming out 
from the shore and going towards the out- 
let of the Kootenay lake into tho Colum- 
bia river. I might have said in Portland 
that I hoped to livo to see him hanged, 
but I don't remember it. SiiU I do hope 
ho w'ill be hanged if he is found guilty, 
J think the boat ^oing towards the outlet 
was ijproule's because there was no other 
f)oafc ou t]io lajce thai day within 10 or 12 
{ijiles. It' was ton far away to distinguish 
\yith certainty. Between 12 and | I went 
for i^nders jn wbo cuiiie back rif;ht away. 
J ran up the trail on the'west a idu to tell 
-ttie ipin^rs ' whiit hud happened. J ro- 
tnCRBd with Uitas, filoulson, Chus. Olaen 
And Alex. McLeod. After bringing them 
over, and when I was alone I saw tho b( at 
in the distance, A person going up the 
lake has to make for the outlot. (To the 
judge)— Charles Wolfe who went with mo 
whou I left Sproule as far as the forks 
had a stiok of timber on his shoulders, 
and liad.no firearms in eiRht. I do iwi 
Wish to correct the statement in my depo- 
sition thrtt I might have rotuniod fruin 
Sproule's cabin half an hour before 1 
heard the shot, It might have been 
more than half an hour or it might not 
have^tieen more than ton minutes. ]f I 
Sitid it was an hour and a half aficr I left 
Sproule before I hoard tho shot I did not 
mean it. When I aaid the boat Sjiruule 
had taken was tho only one on the Like I 
meant the only one o.xcept the one I 
rowed over in to inform Andcrsun and 
tho one he returned in. There wore, 
perhaps, 10 or 12 boats hauled up on tho 
shores of tho lake (lliere was a Whitehall 
boat at Sproule's camp), but Ivid only

?ae, a ||11"er, and a native of ifoiitucky. 
TeooUe'pt in _18§3 there vaa liti|;aticn in 
regard to roinihg olairas. Sproule was 
defendant at Thomae Hammill's suit. I 
had conversation with Sproule in .Juno of 
that year in reference to the Bluebell and 
fJo). Hndniit. I^e nuifj h? ii'iujd air.iyd tii 
give iv'th'u'ci of hia claim to iTivlunau and 
nudnut in oonnideralion of their paying 
his defenue in the suit, I met Sproule in 
August, '84, at Mud SldUgh;. before that 
I had received a letter from Johnson, the 
eheritf, for myself, I handed -t to 
^ppoijlo. j-t wiia an abot'rant ot tho ooata 
of the aujt against Hudnut in the lioole- 
pay Chief claim, to pay ^yhioh Hudnut's 
one-third interest in the flli(ebBll ljac| 
^eon bolf). It stated tl^e narpe of tho 
pufcpaapr j)s Thoipaa ]B[ammill. I handed 
hifp the ^ocujpeut .and said, "A^r. 
feproule, every.tbiog Jy^ "cone. to n?==|;' 
He said ii'naa'nbti for "if that; son of a 



puts hia foot on the claim to work it 

I will kill him." I supposed him to bo 
referring to ITaramill. I turned away 
shortly after, Sproule is like ..myself— 
not very bold on the water. 

AFTER 're'cessV V " - « 
E.xamination of Hunley continued — 
Tho photo^;raph produced I recognize aa 
one of Thomas Hammill. (To Mr. T. 
Davie) The Kootenay Chief mine was 
claimed by Blaiadell when I located it. 
This claim was the nest jne to the Blue- 
bell. I never heard. Sproule vthreaten to 
kill anyone besides Hammill and Gal- 
braith. I have known Duncan abmit 
three yeara: I never knew Duncan or 
Wootton to do a mean thing; if they were 
telling anythinR for a fact I should be- 
lieve them. They might bo "gas y"mon. 

O, H. Johnson, sworn — I was in Koote- 
;iayih July and Anigi]8t last year, acting 
as'shoriflf. The document 'prbdiicod is a 
writ of fieri faria.i iigainst Hudnut iaauod 
by me. Under this writ I seized tho in- 
terest owned in the Bluebell by Hudiuit, 
and auld it. It was purchased by humaa 
Hammill. (To Mr. T. D^vie) I never 
heard Sproule claim that the bill of sale 
BO far aa Hudnut's interest was concerned 
waa a forgery. I never heard him claim 
that he had never parted with an interest. 

P. A, Irving, sworn— 1 am de|)iity att(ir- 
ney-general. In tho courdo of prep.ira- 
tion for the attendance uf wilneasea in 
thia case I made efl'urta to obtain the at- 
tendance of Charles House. In corre- 
spondence with House he stated be had 
an interest in a mine which he had tu 
work to retain, and would bo unable to 
come. 

Mr. T. Davie put the question to the 
witneas: "Waa there not anoiher wit- 
nesa, named Fritchard, whom you tried 
tu get in this oasel" 

Objected to by the. attoriiey general as 
disclosure of all iufurniation from the 
crown in regard to its efforts fur the ad- 
miniatrution of justice being privileged in 
its character. 

Objection dianllnwed by the judge in 
so far as witness might say whether he 
knew of such a ra'in aud where he lived 
and whether he could' give material evi- 
dence in the case^ • ' 
,' Witneaa, in answer, aaid ho believed 
Pritchard to be an hotel keeper living 
somewhere near Bonner's Feri'y, and that 
he believed he could give material evidence 
in the case, but the grounds for hia belief 
were founded upon information received 
not from Pritchard but from others. 

Mr, T, Davie— What is 'yourlnforjna- 
tion of the evidence which yuu think 
Pritchard could give; and who- is the 
author of your information/ 

Objected to by the judge, but objection 
of the attorney general tinally conceded 
and witness allowed to reply, which be^ 
did aa follows: ' 

''My information of tho evidence which 
Pritchard can give is this: That it waa 
u'ldoratood that when Sproule went iiitcj 
Ivontenay that there would he trouble 
with Hammill in respect of tho Bluebell 
claim, and that the Wolfe bruthsra were 
only employed by Sproulo on the e-xjireas 
understanding that they (the Wulfu 
brothers) would "stay" with Sproule and 
back him up even if the trouble went to 
tho last extreme. Idnn't remember wliti 
my informant was. I have not heard that 
Pritchard lately attempted to jump off a 
steamer. (To the attorney-general) — Aa 
part of that infurmatinn something wua 
fa d about Dr. Hendr.oko. 

Attorney - (Jonoral — Have you re- 
ciived any information in your ofii- 
cml capacity as to why it ia that 
Pritchard has not come. (Object- 
ed to by Mr T. Davie, but allowed by 
tho fcourt ) Witnesf-Yea; in nnswer to on- 
quiriea 'la to where Pritchard waa we were 
informed ho was just over a heavy drunk- 
en bout when ho loft heme, and we were 
advised that if he managed to keep sober 
ho would arrive here. We heard ^that he 
had got aa far as Tacoma where he wua 
seen by Dr. Hendricks. That ia the last I 
have heard of him. 

Gay Reader, aworn — Waa original lo- 
cator of the Bluebell mine. Sproulo was 
a man of uncertain habits; have known 
him leave- tho country auddenly wiihimt 
announcing his intention to mo while 1^ 
was staying with him, I don't know that 
Hammill had any' other enemy in the 
country beside Sproule. I know Camp- 
bell, but couldn't aay if he was one. I 
had a conversation \yith Sppnce Smith a 
day or t^yo before tho preliminary exam- 
ination. He aaid, '"I will convict Sproule 
if I can." !f have lived near the lake in a 
cabin with Charles Wolfe and another. 
Wclfe on one occasion didn't want to go 
to the lake and hutted his head against a 
tree. Don't, know what he did it fur; he 
seemed to do it hard, for ho knocked some 
of tho bark off. I have known Sproule to 
leave his boat at the boundary line and 
ride out to Sand Point. (To Attornoy- 
Uener.il) — In coming out there he rowed 
>•■« fat as trail at the boundary line, caught 
a horse and. rode on hia way. I never 
heard Talliard try to induce \Volfe not to 
qn and give evidence, nor to make away 
with his gun. 

Chaa. Miiulaon, sworn — I am a native 
of Denmark, twenty-eight years of agu, 
and a miner; Qrst knew Sjir^'ule op 29 h 
M'ly last; hud charao of the B ')t ll In- 
tho Kootenay Miniiiir Hiid SoiB'ting Co ; 
on ,31st May I went with Spruole acr 'S? 
the lake from the east to tho west sid ; I 
said 1 believed Hammill waa going to 
work bis interest in the Bluebell that 
year; Sproule spoke up and said: "If he 
over bothers mo or if I am bothered wiih 
hiin any mora, I will fi.>; him, and ti;: him 
plenty." J then uajd, "I think Hammill 
hr.s got a ' right t(i vv;&rk that -claim. " 

Sproulo tben aaid: ''If that Oornish 

(using some slang term) ever pu'sarnot 
or a pick in that claim I will tix him 
plenty. Ee xoill nerer u.'(int jump 
a)iolher man's claim J" I said I tliougbt 
if l\o notijjeti yaintiiill not to work on 
that claim 1 didn't think he wo^ild do it; 
ho didn't iiiiawer. ypruule'.'. inti''iti(jii 
Wi!3 to return tiiat day, but when the wind 
kept on blowing he could not pull over; 
he slept with me, and waking np in the 
mornini; !| misged liim and, looking out, 
Dfiw him half-way acroea thu li\k>^, making 
for file east side; about noon Duncan 
came over and calling to nio said: 
"Charlie) co^io oyev- tu tlie othor aido, 
quick I To|r(t is shot !" I aaid, "My 
(^od, jfack, how did that happen ?" He 
aaid, "He wag sjipt 0(i t^^o Bluebell 
claim." neforo wo went to the other 
side X asked Duqcan nhere Sprouje was 1 
He ahswered that he didn't know, but 



that he had aeou him that morning. Wo 
went to Hamniill's cabin and saw him 
lying on a bunk, dead. Yelnoweth 
(Bolnouf) pointed to whore the deceased 
waa found. There was blood on a pick 
near by. Thoro wore no tracks just near, 
but we could see tho tracks of a nmo who 
had gone direct to where Hammill was 
lying. Velnoweth aaid they "were made 
by him whan ho heard him groaning. 
The pick prbducied is like one that Sproule 
brjught; there was none like it on the 
Bluebell' claim. On that Monday even- 
ing Anderson, McLood and myself croaaod 
frnni the eaat to the woat aide to get sup- 
plies. Wo then started in pursuit of 
Sproulo; landint; firat at the outlet on the 
north side. Anderson qaoationed some 
Indians there; McLedd (tupped there 
with the largo boat while Anderson, an 
Indian and myself wont in a canoa to- 
wards tho head of tho lake goi'ia aiiulh. 
About 4 o'clock in tho moraing .Andcraon 
descried a amnll white boat sailiii!,; near 
the west shore goinjf towards Kootenay 
river ut the south end of the lake. J said 
to Anderson that I thought it was 
Sproule's boat. We gained upon it, and 
as wo camo near wo saw Sproubj waa pull- 
ing as well aa sailing. When within 
about half a mile uf him ho turned bight 
in on the west shore and lauded the boat, 
taking tho anil down when he turned. It 
was then abciut 5 u'clnck.

TJIE QOVEBNMENTH DEFENCE. 

The Canadian (»overnraent hare iasued 
a pamphlet in defence offtheic BOt. in 
hanging Riel. Tho pamphlet' ahowa that 

Riol induced the Metis to rebel and then 
offered to sell them and thoir cauao to the 
govaruuiont fi;r 3^5,000. In the first re- 
bellion ho ho Bold out for a Tosa sum. One 
thousand doHara was then paid him and 
he abikndonudtlMs foilowors and left the 
oountry bofora OoL Wolsoloy had reached 
Winnipeg. Thoro.ia documentary evidence 
to show that Riel was twice a traitor — 
first to the land that gave liim birth and 
next to the nipn who triiated him so im- 
plicitl:- that they placed their property 
and their lives in his hands. In hia last 
rebellion ho spared neither prioat nor 
laymaii — catholic nor protoatant. Each 
was slain or despoiled with perfect im- 
partiality, as circumBtancaa admitted. To 
call such a man a patriot is to cast a re- 
flection upon tho memories of the long 
lino of illuatrioua man who have won re- 
nown in tho service of their country. In 
their emotional outburata of national 
feeling the French Oanadiana forget tho 
character of Riel and the motives that 
actuated him in espousing the cause of 
the Motia of St, Laurent. Fatlior Andre, 
who received hia last confcaaioii, vvho was 
with liira when he died, who closed his 
eyes after the gailty spirit had left its 
mortal tenement and who with ilia own 
liand laid him away in the vault of the 
little catholic chapel at Regina. in hia 
ovidoncQ for the defence.at tde trial of 
Riol thua spoke of the nature of the al- 
leged griovaocea: — 

"The claims of the Ralfbreoda changed 
frequeiitly after Kiel's arrival. Before 
that they wanted patents for their lands, 
scrip aa givoii to tho breeds in Manitoba, 
river surveys and exemption from the 
wood tas. Tho govornmont repliad to 
otie of thoir' potitioiia conceding the old 
aurvoy of river lota. This was an import- 
ant oonoesaion. The only remaining 
queaUons that remained were thoaa of 
patents and wood rights. These were in 
a fair way toward aeltloment. About 
March 4th a telegram was received from 
the, government makinij those conces- 
aioiis." 

On March 4th, thoreforo, according to 
this'C9iii[;Qtent testimony, the grievances 
of the Metis had disappeared, and to this 

fact the resort to arms at tho instigation 
of Kiel ia attributable. Uiileas the agi- 
tation could bo continued and a crisis pre- 
cipitated, his plans for extorting money 
from the government would be dished, 
and so tho Duck Lake fight was brought 
on on March 18th. The proof of Biel's 
cupidity ia overwhelming. Father Andre 
in his evideiios said : 

"I had an interview with Jlu\\ rsk-ird- 
ing hia claims against the government. 
In fact, I had two interviews with him. 
He claimed certain indemnities from the 
federal governineht. He asked for $100,- 
000. The prisoaer said he would take 
§35,000 at once. Ho offered to leare the 
country if ho received this last named 
amount. He intimated that if he was 
satisfied, the half-breed question would 
he Batisfied also. " 

Charles Nolin, a French half-breed, 
who had many communications with Riol 
before the rebellion, teatified: 

"In December, 1884, prisoner told 
witness of hia plana. Prisoner told wit- 
ness ho wanted ?100,000 indemnity from 
the Canadian government. Riel told mo 
'that'if he got the money he was asking 
the govornment • for, he would go any- 
where thrf* government wished. If hia 
presence was ubjoctiouable in the North- 
west he v/ould go away." 

Thoa. H, Jackson, a druggist of Prince 
Albert, gave Ilka evidence; 

"Riel asked me to write some letters to 
certain Eaateni papers placing him in a 
good light. Biiel had applied to the gov- 
ernment for S35,000 for ioases. Hia 
whole bill ngaidat the government amount- 
ed to §100,000. Ha disclosed hia per- 
sonal motives to m& on thia occasion. He 
showed hia motives were those of revenge 
for hia auoposed ill-treatment by the gov- 
ecument/' 

But there ia even a better witness than 
these — Riel himself, who, in his addroaa 
to tho jury, sought to juatify his demand 
for money nn the ground that ho had 
claims unsettled since 1870. Here ia hia 
language when reciting the circumstances 
under which he obtained money 1870 
to leave- the country, 'the words being 
those addressed to Archbishop Tacho, 
who paid over tho cash: 

"The Canadian government owe me 
money. They owe me something for my 
reputation that they abuse every day. 
Besides, I have done work and they never 
paid me fur it. I will take that money as 
an account of what they will have to pay 
me one day." 

That claim ho placed at 100,000, and in 
hie speech to the jury ho aaid: 

"When I apeak ot an indemnity of §35,- 
000 to call for something to complete tho 
$100,000, I don't believe that I am ex- 
aggerating." 

'We ahull await tho receipt of tho gov- 
ernment pamphlet with somo impatience. 
Tho governinetit has made out a very 
ntrong case against the dead insurgent 
and we are much mistaken in onr esti- 
mate ot the chairaoteF of the seneible sec- 
tion of the French members of parliament 
if they do not adhere to the Macdonald 
government. If, however, the govern- 
ment should bo defeated on the Rioi 
issue by the French vote, there will still 
be the country to appeal to, and it will be 
seen that the liberals will lose more seats 
in tho Enylish-siieaklng provinces than 
they will gain in Quebec on this issue.

The news from IMidlothian was anxious- 
ly awaited. Great crowds gathered around 
the newspaper olilces and waited patiently 
for the returns. When tho announcement 
was made that Mr. Gladatone hiid received 
781)7 votes to 3245 for Mr. Dalryniplo the 
enthusiasm of the liberals found vent in 
cheers and singing "He's a jolly good 
fellow;" 

New York, Nov. S. — A cablegram says 
yesterday's' polling in the Scotch burghs 
shows an undiminished number of liberal 
votes throughout Scotland. There are 
no symptoms of a conaorvativa reaction 
in that quarter. 

SERVIA. 
Niss.\, Dec. 3. — An order has been ia- 
sued by the government appointing Colo- 
nel Horvatovitch eotumniidor-iu oliief uf 
tho Servian army. In ollicial circles it ia 
thought the resumption uf lioatilitiea is 
certain, owing to Prince Alexander's re- 
fusal of the terms offered by Servia. It 
is understood that fighting has already 
been resumed.

.raander of the British espeditionary force, 
at the head of a brigade of troops marched 
into Mandalay. King Thebaw at once 
received Colonel Snodeu, who accom- 
panied the expeditionary force as civil 
commissioner at this place, with easterti' 
formulas. The king was much afl'ectud 
and frightened. He said ha hoped the 
British weald spare his life; that ho wished 
to abdicate, and would remain in any 
house allotted him by the British general. 
King Thebaw claimed that hia niiniatera 
had,deoeived him in regard to the situa- 
tion' of affairs that was occurring in 
Mandalay; that he was almost a priaoncr 
in his palace, and that he feared uagassins 
would alay him if he left the palace and 
if he should surrender to British authori- 
ties. Colonel Snoden adviaod hia niajealy 
to plead with Lord Duiiurin, viceroy of lu- 
di,>, at Calcutta. Thebaw surrendered in 
the presence of his ministers and em- 
barked for CalcutCa under guards. The 
French consul accoin piuiiod hia nuijeaty, 
Tho Burmese appear to bo friendly dis- 
posed toward the British.

Tho now electricity as a motor, by the 
system called lelpliurago, lia.s boon dcuiuii- 
etrated. A line^vas lately ])ut into oper- 
ation at Glynde, Sussex. Iji-iully HtiiloJ, 
tho telpher system con-siata in uiov-iiiL; by 
an electric motor a number of buckola 
suspended on roller- wheels lUoul! stool rod 
supported oa posts ubovo the ground. 
The lino was ereuted by the LolcKi'"ph 
company, which poaeeEaefl tho patent 
rights of Professors "JenkiOBj Ayrton and 
Perry in telpherage, niid is designed to 
carry clay to tho Glyndo railway aiding 
for the Newhavon cement company, tliu 
clay being dropped from the lolophor 
akops, or buckets, into the railway wagons. 
The lino is a double one, nearly one mile 
long, composed of a double set of steel 
rods, each 66 feet long and three auartera 
of an i'-ch in diameter, vhioh are sup- 
ported on wooden posts at an average 
height of 18 feet from llio ground. Tlie 
distance apart of the up and down linea, 
or rather ro da, is 8 feet. Tho two ends 
of the line are of bulb-anglo ateel, with 
supports 13 feet apart. Hanging from 
the rod or Una, a train of 10 skeps, drawn 
by an electric luicomotive, passes on to the 
charging end, where it can bo stopped at 
anyplace as desired. The skspa, each of 
which weigh 101 pounds, and can contain 
250 to 300 pounds of clay in dry weather, 
are then loaded. At the will of a laborer, 
who touches a koy, tho train starts and 
travels to the railway station at the rate 
of four or five miles an hour. The cur- 
rent is provided by a fixed dynamQ. at the 
centre of the lino. The trains'tjeed bo at- 
tention when running.

llAi.iK.\x, Dec. 2. — The imperial au- 
thoritieaare paying considerable attention 
to the work of atreiigtheniti;^ Halifax as a 
military point, and tho torpedo fleet will 
lie enlari;ed by the addition of four first- 
claaa torpedo boats of 1000 horse-power 
each. The military force will be strength- 
ened .by the.addition of another reginn'ent 
of the llrak battalion of Borkahires, which 
did such valuable soi vice in the campaign 
in Egypt. 

MoNTiiHAL, Dec. 2. — The defenco of tho 
Dominion gt)verument on tho execution 
of lliel is published. Tho document, 
which covers live columns, is in tho shape 
of a report to tho privy council, by the 
minister of justice. Sir Alexander Camp- 
hell. It reviews tho whole subject in an 
exhaualivo maimer, declaring that accord- 
ing to tho authorities of tlio ilonian Cath- 
olic church in, tho Northwest, Riel was 
entitled to any mercy, his motives being 
purely mercenary, and he being willing at 
any time to sell^'out the Metis for a few 
thousand dollars. The document says 
that tho question as to hia sanity is satis- 
factorily settled. Tho report denounces 
Riol for having roused tho Indian tribes 
of tlio Northwest, and for having boon tho 
direct cauae of tho frightful massacre of a 
largo number of persons, including two 
Catholic niissiouariea. 



A FATAL SHOCK. 

Charles Stuck Killed hy an 
Elcotric Current. 

Charles Stuck, a laborer employed at 

the Risdon Iron works, on tho corner of 

Howard and Bealo streeta, was instantly 
killed yesterday inorninL' under vory 
strange circumatunces. Stuck and three 
follow omployea, Stewart Dargie, Richard 
Carlin and Archibald Dunn, were remov- 
ing a heavy casting of a drive-wheel from 
the foundry into the yard. They. had 
rigged up a derrick in the centre of the 
yard, and, by means of a tackle, were 
moving tlio easting out through tho large 
door of the foundry. Over tho door was 
an electric li^'ht wire leading from tho 
engine rouin into another department of 
tho woika. .Stuck and Dargie were work- 
iiiL' on tho side uf tho derrick next the 
gearing, and the first named held the 
iron chain in hia hands. Suddenly Carlin 
and Dunn felt terrible shock, and saw 
thoir comrades lying on tho ground. 
Wlion they approached .Stuck they were 
horrified to discover that he was dead and 
that Dargie was in an uno-jnsoioua condi- 
tion. Dargie soon reoovered conscious- 
ness, and waa sent to his iiome, and Stuck'a 
body was removed to tho morgue, Tho 
BUppoaition ia that tlio electric light wire 
of twenty candlelight power was defec- 
tively insulated, and that Stuck accident- 
ally struck the chain against the wire and 
waa killed by the electric current. The 
electric apparatus waa ercciod about two 
years ago, and was supposed to be safo in 
all details. Stuck waa a native of Ger- 
many, 33 yours of ago, and lived at the 
Central Pacific hotel at Oakland. He was 
a widower^ and leaves four small children, 
threb of whom arc at thb Pf,->tostant 
Orpiiali asylum. A aimihir ao;ideiit oc- 
ciUTod ill thin city about three years ago, 
and another man was recently killed at 
Sacramento by an eiebtrio current. — H.F. 
Chronicle , " ' "• ' '

"SWEET CIIAUITY." 

Some of. tiie Firenicu Kicltlnff 
Against the Transfer. 

The monthly meeting of the Delude Oo. 
waa held last evening for the discussion of 
old and new business. The attendance 
waa small in comparison to tha business 
to be transacted. Under the head of 
"new" there was involved the proposed 
transfer of the volunteer iire department's 
charitable fund to the city. This propo- 
sition, of course, met with no inconsider- 
able oppoaition. Under the now bylaw it 
18 pre.-umod that the fund shall ho placed 
indiscriminately at the proposal of the 
next council. Although a reporter was 
denied admission to the meeting last even 
ing, still there is a suffieient leakage to 
aacortaui that tho volunteer department 
do not intend to permit the procuods of 
valorous deeds to paas into the haiida of 
the city. Why the company meetings 
should be held with closed doors, when 
ratepayers' interests are largely concern- 
ed is one ^of- those conundrums which "no 
fellah can understand." Last evening 
tho chief engineer stated, ao our reporter 
is informed, that neither he nor his assist- 
ant had ofKcial cognizanco of tho bylaw 
submitted to the ratepayers on the 2nd 
inst., and hence were not consenting par- 
ties, as has been asserted, to any of its 
provisions. 

Deserted. 

Last spring a family consisting of hus- 
band, wife and three young children came 
to reside ill Victoria, they owning two 

small houses on one of the principal 
atroots. After their arrival here the hus- 
band did not follow any avocation, hating 
work and loving drinking and gambling. 
He lost heavily by both, and frequent 
calls were made on his wife's purse, the 
latter possessing some money in her own 
right. The husband continued to gamble, 
always being the lo«er, and to obtain 
funda for his ruling passion ho mortgaged 
on some plausible pretence the two small 
houses to almost their full value. The 
amount thus secured disappeared in the 
old way, and in a short time he found 
himself again broke and the little wealth 
his svife possessed also squandered. In- 
stead of trying this stage to gain a 
living by work, the faithless and brutal 
husband left his homo on Friday tii<^ht 
last, and on tho following day was seen at 
the outer wharf, boarding the steamer 
Mexico. He was in a state of intoxica- 
tion, and hia little boy, who had probably 
been sent out by his mother to discover 
her husband's whereabouts, waa clinging 
to bia father's coat, crying piteoualy, and 
asking to be either tdkeii with him or for 
the father to return home. The father 
ca.'iie on the pier, where he remained 
until just before the gangplank waa 
hauled in, when he pushed the poor little 
fellow to one side, gut on board and sailed 
away, leaving his boy crying on the dock. 
Perhaps it ia better thatsueh an inhuman 
wretch is absent finm thehnme where he 
shiiuld have been tho pr ivider and head; 
at any rate his Ioas can be litile felt, and 
then only with satisfacticm The deserted 
wife has some slisht means, but may be 
turned out tif the house and home shn 
formerly possessed on the failure to meet 
the mortgage. 

^ Supreme Court or Canada. 

Ottawa, Nov. 20 — In the supreme 
court, this niurninir, a ni'^tion of interest 
to the legal prj.ffediiou wr.a made. Mr 
Gormally moved on behalf of the respond- 
ent in Sea vs. McLean to have the case 
sent back to the suprem'e court of British 
Columbia: — First, because the formal 
judLiments of the court helowliadnot 
bf' Li made part of the case; second, be- 
c \uae the case had not been transniiited 
to the regiatrsr court by the registrar of 
tho court beluw as required by a.'c. 30 of 
the supreme exchequer court's act, 1075; 
and third, because certain evidence had 
been omitted. The court intimated that 
M to the third ground the certificate 
annexed to tho case stated, that the 
case had been settled by the 
chief justice of the court below 
with tho consent of tho parties, therefore 
if anything had been omitted the parties 
wore precluded from objecting. As to 
the second point, the case having been 
received with the usual certificate, tho 
registrar of tho supreme court had prop- 
erly Hsaumod that it had been transmitted 
through the right channel, and the re- 
spondent did not assert ho had been pre- 
judiced by the non-compliance with the 
provision of tho statute, which was di- 
rectory merely. An order waa made 
sending the case back to tho eou.-t below

FROZEIV TO DJDATII. 

The Fate of a Tuie Student on 
Long Island Sound. 



New York, Nov 2!).— Shortly before 
noon yesterday a ducking boat. containing 
the body of Warren Samuel Yatts, a Yale 
student who was blown out on the sound, 
drifted upon the shore at Baiting Hollow, 
L I. His body was U.it cm tho bottom of 
the boat, with hiii gun hp.sido him, coated 
with ice. Hia kiioea were drnwii ftp cloao 
to his atnmach and tuld the story nf long 
suffering. Death had evidenily resulted 
many hours before the boat drifted on tho 
beach. The body will be sent to Omaha, 
Neb., where the young mm's father lives. 
He ia president of the Nebraska National 
bank. The boy's nijther is in New Ha- 
ven. How it ia that tho bout drifted 
about in tho sound fjr neatly sixty hours 
.without being picked up or going to (he 
bottom, puzzles those who frequeiit the 
water. The position of the body, which 
lay directly in the centre of tho boat, it 
supposed to have kept it on an even keel 
and prevented it from capt,izing. The 
waves had washed over the dead man, and 
the body waa tightly frozen to the bottom 
of the boat. The hands, one of which 
was in the heavy jacket psckut, were bad- 
ly cut and bliatored, showing that he had 
fought in vain to gain some place of safe- 
ty and had fallen, overci mo with exhaus- 
tion and cold, when death soon ended hia 
sufferings. It is nut believed that he lay 
down to .ileep, but had fallen. Only one 
oar was in the boat, and that lying as if 
hurriedly dropped.

TION- •- ' ^ 



WUEUK.VS by "Tho Firomeii'a xVct, 
18G4," it is enacted that from and 
and after tho passing of that Act thu 
whole of the Bi)p:iratu3, whotlior ongiiio, 
hoBO, hooks, laddoFB, or other articles 
used with, or boloDgin},' to, or in any way 
appertaininR to, tlio lire department of 
tho city of Victoria shall bo deemed for 
tho purpuaoa of that not, to bu tho prop- 
erty of till! Victoria l''iro Dopartmoiit, sub- 
ject to the order and control of tho niaynr 
and corporation of tho city of Victoria; 

And whereas, by the "Municipality 
Act, 1881," and the Act to amend tho 
samo piiaaed in tho year 1883, it ia enact- 
ed that in every municipality the Council 
may from time to tiino make, alter and 
repeal, by-laws for any of tho fcUowint; 
uurpoaea, or in relation to matters coming 
within tho clussea of subjects next herein- 
after mentioned (among othors) that ia to 
say, (59) for tho aaaiatanco and regulation 
of Fire Departments, and (91) for electing 
Fire Engineers and appointing Firemen, 
and promoting, establishing and regulat- 
ing Fire CompanieB, Hook and Ladder 
Companies, and Property Saving Com- 
panies, and to appoint such salaries and 
renumoration as may bo necessary, sub- 
ject to tho proviso that any bylaw made 
under the authority of aubaeotion 91 (now 
in recital) shiiU liavc- no force or effect nn- 
lea.s it contains pnivisiun that the Chief 
Engineer ond A.ssiaiant ICngineor bo bi- 
ennially elected liy tho municipal rate- 
payers nor until the bylaw has been sub- 
mitted to tho riatepayers of the munici- 
pality and has been approved by them in 
the manner provided by section 74, and 
subsections thereof, of the ''Municipality 
Act, 1881;" 

And ■.vheroas it ia expedient that the 
corporation of tho City of Victoria should 
control and regulate tho Fire Department 
of tho city and make provisions for tho 
election of tha Chief and Assistant Engi- 
neera thorijiif, ;md for the payment of the 
utiicera and tireineii thurouf; 

And whereas the Chief Engineer, Aa- 
aislant Engineer and Board of Delegates 
of the Firo Department of the city have 
consented to and approved of tho arrange- 
ment and ]iri)viaion hereiiiiiftor made; 

He it therefore eiinctL'd by the Council 
of the Ciirp')riUion of the City of Vic- 
luria, in e.xerciBo of the aaid reciteil pow- 
ers and of overj' other power enabling 
them in this behalf, as follows: 

1 The Firo Department of tho city 
shall henceforth consist of a Chief Engi- 
neer and an Aaaistniit lingineer, to ho 
elected as hereinafter montioued, and 
three Foremen, two Engine Drivers, 
tivelve Hosemon, six Hook and Ladder 
men, and such reserve firemen as may 
from time to time be required to be ap- 
pointed aa hereinafter mentioned. 

2. Immediately after tho final passing 
of this bylaw and thereafter biennially in 
tho month of Decembor in each alternate 
year, tho Council ahall by resolution fix a 
time utid place, appoint a returning otli- 
cer, and make other necessary arrange- 
ments for the election of a Ohief Engineer 
and an Assistant Engineer of tho Firo De- 
partment, in like nnnncr as upon the 
election of a maj'or; and at audi election 
every person who is rated upon the liion 
last roviaed risaeaBmeiit roll of the city 
ahall be entitled to one volo' for each 
oflico; but if^only one candidate bo nomi- 
n-.edforan oflico, tho returning ollicer 
ahall forthwith doclaru him duly elected 
without a poll. 

;5. The Chief Engineer and Assistant 
Ent,'iiieer so ulectod aa aforesaid shall re- 
auoctively hold otlico until their successors 
aro elected or appointed, or until (before 
that time) they shall dii!, resign, or cease

4. In case tho Cliief l-iUgineer or the 
Assistant Engineor shall die, reaign, or 
ceaao from any cauae to discharge the du- 
ties of his oflice, tho Council ahall appoint 
some other competent person to tho office 
ill his place until the next biennial elec- 
ti;Mi. 

5. Tho Foictnen, Eiiu'ine Drivers, IIoso- 
iiiiMi and Hook and Ladder men and re- 
serve lirnieii shall be appointed and may 
1)0 removed from olHce from time to time 
by ihe Council. 

6. Tilt: .several ofliicers of the Fire Dor 
partmeut shall, while they hold and dis- 
uknrge the duties of their re.spcotivo olHeo.s, 
bo entitled to be paid therefor at the rates 
next hereinafter mentioned, iiiuiiely
